There is altogether too much society and 
too many outside interests in thig school,“ 
said Dr. Nollen, addressing the students at 
noon in the Reid memorial chapel. ** We have 
more. society than schools five times the size 
of Lake Forest. 

“This morning I happened to be looking 
over the student records for the last semester 
and I had A great surprise. I found only 
two students with an % ot A and 
they were Bernice Board, a freghman, and 
Theodore Richards, a sophomore. The upper 
classmen are evidently so busy with their 
‘college work that they have no time left 
for their studies Too much time is devoted 
to acquiring the social polish. An unusually 
large number of students are in a precarious 
conditiog in régard to their studies.” 


Editorial Uses Plain 

The creeicism offered by the president of the 
college war backed up by the Stentor “ 
editéria! in the following language:

Inspired Message Says That Coun- 
try Will Keep Hands Off 
in Affair. 


LONDON, March 1. 8 & m—The tatest 
gews received here concerning the situation 
fa Mexico and the concentration of Amer- 
fean troops and warships, appears to be re- 
garded with great seriousness, 

An indication of the nervousness of ths 
commercial community is the fact that many 
fasurance policies are being issued against 
revolution or hostilities in Menlo The 
underwriters gave notice yesterday that 
after March 26 a clause in thelr policies 
would become operative warranting the hold- 
ere against the capture, seisure, of detention 
grising front riots or warlike operations of al) 
gessels trading in Mexico. 


Comment by Various. Papers, 

The Morning Post in an editoria) says no 
good can come from the attempts to minimize 
the possible gravity of the Mexican sitwa- 
tion. 

The Spectator regards the action of the 
United States as a grave matter and one 
calculated to cause anxiety. It points out 
that the Germans never have admitted the 
Monroe doctrine and says that in the even: 
of the United States becoming thoroughly in- 
yolved in Mexico it would not be surprising 
to see the Germans pushing claims in South 
Brazil or the West Indies. It also would 
be exceedingly awkward at such a moment, 
the newepaper adds, if some foolish action 
on the part of a San Francisco mob aroused 
fil feeling in Japan. 


Germany Keeps Hands Off. 

COLOGNE, March la- The Cologne Ga- 
sette prints an inspired dispatch from Ber 
lin dealing with the American government’s 
concentration of troops. 

“No newa has reached Berlin,” the dis- 
patch says, “ indicating that the persons or 
property of German citizens are endangered 
in Mexico; hence the German government 
has had no occasion to discuss what meas- 
ures for their protection are necessary. 

“If trouble breaks out in the Mexican 
ports and it ts seen that the Mexican authori- 
ties are unable to protect German citizens, 
Germany would exercise a clear right, which 
ever has deen unreservedly recognised by 
the United States, to send warships thither. 
But this would be far different from mixing 
im the internal affaire of Mexico. 

“Even if the present troubles in Mexico 
lead to a complete revolution and even if 
the United States ie invited to annex that 
country or undertake its annexation without 
the consent of the Marian authorities, 
Germany certainly would not be a Don 
Quixote and whip out the rapier.

A VITAL ISSUE IN ONE STREET. 

It might be an exaggeration to say that 
the magnificent plans of a city had been 
brought to an issue in a single street thereof, 
but there is enough of truth in the statement 
almost to justify it. If the Chicago plan be 
not given effect in its first large venture, the 
widening of Twelfth street, its impetus 
will be stopped, its supporters will lose cour 
age, and its promise of success will fade. 

‘That this embarrassment will be fatal is 
not contended, but it will be asking a great 
deal of the citizenship of the men interested 
te proceed with the same vigor after such 
a setback as before. For this reason the 
impo?tance of the improvement in the street 
mentioned is doubled. 

It is said that the opposition raised te the 
project as applied to this thoroughfare is 
based on misinformation, To the end that 
mignaoderstanding might be removed from 
the influential causes of the controversy 
Tum Tarom has submitted the objections 
of the property owners in the street to the 
supporters of the plan and the answers are 


published elsewhere. : 


It is essential to the very life of: the 
acheme that the property owners concerned 
be sympathetic and helpful, rather than op- 
positive and hostile. For that reason the 
supporters must meet the objections raised 
and must meet them in such a way as to win 
the confidence of the citizens who particu- 
larly. and especially must declare their con- 
fidence in the plan by agreeing to it. Other- 
wise it in this particular is lost, and the 
whole great scheme is endangered. If it 
be not possible to set afoot a reconstruction 
in one street, it cannot be expected that the 
larger items of the plan will be successful. 

Property owners in Twelfth street are 
asked te believe that even their selfish in- 


terests will be advanced by the conversion 


of this part boulevard, part business alley, 
and part viaduct into a broad business 
street, a main artery of trade, a thorough- 


Fare of commerce east and west. The men 


supporting the plam endeavor to prove that 
the proposed width will not be too great 
for business purposes, that the scheme is 
merely for a clean, wide business thorough- 
fare, that the cost proportioned to the prop- 
erty owners will be exceeded by immediate 
enhancement in values, that it is not a rail- 
road scheme, that so far as the railroads are 
concerned that is or will be to the benetit of 
the citizens and that no individual rights 
can be lest or infringed upon. 

It is for the property owners to say 
whether they will accept the proposal and 
assume responsibility for the first step in a 
great city movement. Without their aid a 
magnificent plan is seriously embarrassed. 

The plan is ideal in the practical fashion. 
Nothing visionary clouds it. It represents 
material, profitable, sensible progress, and 
the property owners in Twelfth street at 
present command the situation, 

Their decision to support or oppose means 
@ great deal to the future of Ohicago. 


BRITISH NAVAL ESTIMATES, 
The pleaders for a limitation of arma- 


ments will find no encouragement in the 
‘British naval estimates for this year. The 


intention is to appropriate $75,000,000 for 
new construction, That sum will provide, 


five dreadnoughts, three protected cruisers, 
and some torpedo boat destroyers and sub- 
marines. It is fortunate for the British 
taxpayers, since there have to be so many 
new vessels, that the cost of coustruction is 
not so great in the United Kimgdpm as it 
is here. : 

It makes no difference what may be the 
political complexion of the government, 
whatever may happen the supremacy of the 
British navy must be maintained, There 
are only a few who think an invasion of 
England possible under any circumstances, 
but there is general agreement that if a 
great naval battle were to result disastrously

A CRUSOE BY CHOICE. 

About 545 miles south of New Zealand 
is Macquarie island and en it there was 
and may be now a man of over 60 years who 
made a choice of solitude, sea elephants, 
and penguins, and became a voluntary Cru-. 
soe, Capt. J. K. Davis on the Nimrod, 
under instructions from Lieut. Shackleton 
to locate islands in the South Pacific, found 
him, but was unable to persuade him to de- 
part. Presumably he remains now the sole 
inhabitant ot an island domain. 

Capt. Davis’ account of the Crusoe by 
choice was given in the Geographical Jour- 
nal and is reproduced in the current bulle- 
tin of the American Geographical society. 
A party landing from the Nimrod found the 
remains of two huts in a wretched condi- 
tion, evidently dating back to the days of 
the sealers, numbers of sea elephants and 
a penguin rookery, but no other signs of 
life. The following day, steaming north- 
ward along the coast and fairly close to 
the shore, the explorers came on two more 
huts and could see a man standing in the 
door of one. A boat was lowered amid 
great excitement,” Capt. Davis wrote. There 
was a big surf, but the man came to the 
shore, pointed out the best landing place, 
and, walking into the water, helped to beach 
the boat. He was found to be a sailor by 
the name of MacKibben.’ He had spent 
twenty years in the British navy, he had 
been to the Arctic ocean on a relief ves- 
sel, and he had been on oil ships. He had 
come to Macquarie island on a schooner 
to collect sea elephant oil and had 
decided to remain. His companions en- 
deavored. to dissuade him, but he was ob- 
stinate. Stores were left for him and the 
schooner returned to New Zealand. 

Capt. Davis found him comfortably 
housed. His hut had two rooms and each 
room had a stove. He had plenty of ship 
stores and for fresh meat he used the hearts 
and tongues of sea elephants. He easried 
his coal fröm its depot four miles away. 
The men of the Nimrod endeavored to per- 
sudde: him to return with them but he ro- 
fused. © ‘

“As we steamed away,” Capt. Davis 
wrote, “ we dipped our flag to the old man, 
who waved farewell to us from the beach.”

not.

The mantis, however, with which the 
sovereign is solemnly invested at the moment 
of his coronation by the attendant clergy 
{the investure forming just as important a 
part ot the ritual as the vesting him with 
the scepter, the orb, and the sword of state] 
is of pure cloth of gold and not of velvet. 

The one used by King Edward was specially 
made for the occasion, and on it were em- 


Wroldered by hand the badges of the three 


kingdoms of England, Scotland, and Ire- 
land. That of George IV. is much finer, be- 
ing a magnificent example of the hand loom 
industry of the Spitalfields weaver, the 
badges being woven into the surface of the 
fabric, instead of being applied by * em- 
broidery. 

The lord great chamberiain of England on 
the occasion of the coronation of George IV. 
was Peter Robert Burrell, and inherited 
through his father the title of Lord Gwydyr. 
Later on, on the death of hig mother, he 
became the twenty-first Baron Willoughby 
d' Ereaby. — 

He was only Lord Gwydyr, however, when, 
during the Hfetime of his mother, he exer- 
cised in her behalf the office of lord great 
chamberlain at the coronation of George 
IV. It was he who received as his perqul- 
site the Bolden pall or coronation robe of 
George IV., and caused it to be preserved 
with such care, in a cedar case, that it looks 
as if it had just left the loom. 

It was inherited at the death of the late 
Lord Ancaster the other day, by his gon, 
the present earl, who is twenty-fifth Baron 
Willoughby d' Eresby, and who is married to 
Mise Eloise Breese, daughter of the late W. 
L. Breese of New York, a lady whose mother, 
now Mrs. Henry Higgins of London, and 
formerly Mrs. W. L. Breese of New York.

their respective Lives and the respective

It is much like 
a cope without a hood, and is correctly 
speaking square or four cornered, signifying 
dominion over the four corners of the earth.

While the kaiser and his fellow sovereigns 
of the confederation known as the German 
empire have succeeded in retaining their 
exemption, and that of their families, trom 
taxation, despite the opposition raised against 
this privilege in the reichstag at Berlin, yet 
the discussion has served to raise so many 
new questions as to compel the emperor and 
the other rulers of Germany to seriously con- 
sider the policy of sacrificing their rights 
in this respect to strong popular sentiment, 

The taxes which they objected to pay were 
the land taxes. Now this is all well when 
the lands remain for hundreds of years to- 
gether in the hands of one or another of the 
reigning houses, But the exem] on from the 
land tax assumes quite a different aspect 
when the sovereign in question or some 
prince of his family happens te indulge in 
real estate speculations, and manifest) 
gives him an extremely unfair advantage 
dealing with his rivals in the business. There 
are a number of the petty rulers of Ger- 
many and princes of their family who man- 
aged to add largely to their income by buy- 
ing and selling land, not as an investment 
but as a spéculation. 

Other German rulers again, just Uke the 
plate King Leopold of Belgium, King George 
of Greece, and King Frederick of Denmark, 
speculate heavily in stocks Yet, as royal per- 
sonages, they are exempt. from the heavy 
stamp duty which all people of less ex- 
alted birth have to pay to the state for their 
stock exchange transactions, and for the 
transfer of shares.

„When we entered upon the negotiations 
I authorized the secretary of state and his 
commissioners to offer free trade in every- 
thing, but thie Canada could not grant us, be- 
cause she has a protective system and she 
was afraid of the competition of our better 
organized industries. 


Canada at Parting of the Ways. 

“ Canada is at the parting of the ways. If 
we now reject this opportunity to bring abov* 
closer business and trade relations and insist 
upon ‘the continuance of an artificial wall 
between the two countries, which differ n. 
more in conditions of labor and production 
than do Kentucky and Tennessee or Georgia 
and Alabama, we shall throw away an op- 
portunity for mutual benefit not likely to 
recur. 

“Under my promise, to use my utmost 
efforts to secure the ratification of this agree- 
ment by congress, I have felt it my duty 
upon the faflure of the senate to act, co call 
an extra session for the purpose of securing 
the ratification of the agreement. My.opin- 
fon is that a majority of both houses, disre- 
garding party lines, will seize a great na- 
tional opportunity and promptly ratify the 
agreement before proceeding to other busi- 
ness if it be deemed wise or necessary to pro- 
ceed to other business. 

“J earnestly appeal to the young men of

Dickinson Also Is Speaker. 
The commercial development of the south

. violence, in the opinion of Secretary of War 
Dickinson, who also spoke. He declared that 
because of frequent lawless outbreaks, an 
unjustifiable prejudice against the southern 
states existed not only in the north but in 
foreign countries. % 

Such outbreaks, Mr. Dickinson asserted, 
Were the result of abnormal conditions pro- 
duced by he civil wer. Broadly viewed, 
however, he added, the south would be found 
to be a land of law and order, and he emphati- 
eally urged the immediate necessity of es- 
tablishing a reverence for and an impartial 
enforcement of the lew asa primary step to 
the future greatness of the south. 

As an ultimate solution of the race prob- 
jem in the south, Mr. Dickimeon suggested 
the possibility of the voluntary removal of 
the mage of young negroes to @ country of 
their own, fostered and guarded by the 
United States.

Contests. 


EXCUSE SEEN AS WEAK. 


Bill to Prevent Children from 
Vending Goods on Streets 
Is Offered. 


(BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., Merch 10.—[Special—The 
boam! of election commissioners of Chicago 
today again refused to produce the ballots 
wanted in the Fieldstack case and the 
Hruby4Boyer election contests pending 
before the bouse elections committee. 

The Hearst-Lorimer commissioners, though 
Chief Clerk Stuart, hung up their defiance 
of the legislature with the assertion that 
there is prior claim to the ballots dy reason 
of the filing of the contest for the con gres- 
sional seat now held by Congressman Wil- 
liam W. Wilson. Aa the ballots cast in the 
Wilson congresetonal district affects only a 
part of the Hrubec-Boyer senatorial dis 
trict, and as the Bieldstack district is five 
miles distant from the nearest part of the 
Wiison district, Chairman Perkine failed to 
see the point of this argument. 


Asks Summoning of Officers. 

The Stuart ultimatum went before the 
house steering committee this morning, upon 
the request from Chairman Perkins that 
authority be given by the house to send @ 
sergeant at arms to Chicago to bring here 
the ballots and any of the commissioners or 
clerks who might feel belligerently inclined. 

Stuart offered to count the ballots in 
Chicago under the eye of subcommittees of 
the house committee and to furnish a room, 
clerks, and to work on Sunday i necessary. 
This proposition sounded fair to some of the 
steering committee and pending a personal 
investigation the matter was postponed un- 
til the house returns next week. 


Newsboy Bill Is Offered.

all those who keenly feel the disgrace which this country 
is under in the eyes of the whole civilized world by reason 
of the turpitude of forty-six members of the United States 
senate, as evidenced by their shamelessly voting that Lorimer 
is fit to sit in what we all have wished to regard as the high- 
est and purest legislative body in the world.
